BETTER THAN SECESSION. 



The Governor-Gern'ral's Speech, read 
before the Ottawa Parliament on Satur- 
day, will revive the drooping spirits of 
the people of British Columbia. The 
prominence given to the subject of Pa- 
cific Railway construction is the most 
encouraging feature of the Speech, so 
far as we are concerned. A pledge of 
actual construction v/ithin the Province 
during the present year is not given ; 
but the "reasonable expectations" of 
the Prov'inco are to be met with a 
"due regard to the changed condition 
of the finances of the countiy." How 
far the financial condition of the Do- 
minion will permit of a commencement 
being made this year, we are not now 
in a position to say ; but unless we in- 
terpret the Speech incorrectlj"-, there is 
every probability that the work of con- 
struction will be pushed on almost im- 
mediately. Engineers inform us tliat 
the surveys of but one section — that 
from Yale to Savona— are sufficiently 
advanced to admit of tenders being call- 
ed for construction. If this informa- 
tion be correct the point at which work 
is most likely tobecommenced isat Yale. 
The Island representatives now at Ot 
tawa will press upon the Dominion 
Government the importance of so 
amending the Railway Act as to allow 
the Government to give out contracts 
for the Island road during the recess 
without having to await the nsscmbling 
of Parliament next winter. We pre- 
sume, however, that the people of both 
sections would be delighted to seo the 
TO&A begun anywhere rather than no- 
inhere. Railway work is the one thing 
necessary to restore confidence and 
prosperity to the land and cause the 

. wheels of industry in every channel to 
revolve. If^ after the frank expressions 
contained in the Speech, the local 
House should continue to press its 
secession petition upon the notice of the 
Imperial and Ottawa Governments, we 
think they will commit a grave mis- 
take. Our opinion is that the Govern- 
ment will best serve the interests of 

'.the country by asking the House to re- 
scind the memorial and consent to ac- 
cept the pledge of the Ottawa Govern- 
ment to do all in their poicer to advance 
railway construction. To insist upon 
tying the Dominion Government down 
strictly to the Oarnabvqn settlement 
■would, in the changed financial condi- 
tion of the country, be wrong, and 
might bring about negotiations of a 
complicated character which would in- 
volve at least another year's delay. 



A Paid S^ro Sosastmeut. 



Editor Coloxist: — The letter which 
appeared in your issue of the 13th 
. inst., and others of more recent dates, 
■ appear to be conclusive proof that the 
volunteer system of working a fire de- 
partment in this city is fast approach- 
ing that point when, in other cities 
that I have resided in, the authorities 
deemed it atlvisable to take the fire de- 
partment under their immediate con- 
' trol. Volunteer fire companies in small 
places, commenced at a time when the 
'"-community is not in a position to in- 
augurate a paid sy.stem, de.serve the 
greatest amount of uraise; generally 
formed by business men and property- 
holders having goods and houses liable 
to be burned ut any time at their own 
, personal expense, after the inaugura- 
tion they enlist a certain number of 
young men who have little or no inter- 
est at stake, but for the lovo of excite- 
ment join the ranks. After a time, 
either getting tired of their duty or of 
paying the fines imposed for non-atten- 
dance at fires, the older members leave 
or becon^e indolent. It is then handed 
over to thp younger members, who 
1 have had little experience in such mat- 
ters; the consequence is the election of 
officers of their own class, and the men 
considering themselves equal to their 
olEcer.s " hence confu.sion," orders im- 
properly given or not obeyed, compan- 
ies jealous of each other, or friendly 
rivalry (as one of the ofiieers of your 
department puts it) which would not 
bo considererl very fi-icndly at any 
other time. All this takes up time in 
which citizens lose vnluable property 
by the devouring element. Paid fire 
departments mean competent men plac- 
ed at the head of affairs j men going 
to work in a systematical way without 
any petty jealousies, or the excitement 
existing amongst volunteers ; work per 
formed properly and property saved. 
The citizens of this place have to ask 
themselves the question, has not the 
. time arrived in Victoria when such a 
thing is needed ? No doubt a good 
many members of the present depart- 
ment would be very glad to be relieved 
of their onerous duties and retire with 
some slight acknowledgement of past 
services; and no doubt others would 
be ready to enter the ranks of a newly- 
organized afliiir and be paid for the 
- services that are rendered gratuitously. 
Would it not be as well for the au- 
thorities in your city to take all this 
into consideration and be prepared v/ith 
a scheme, for the present system miglit 
collapse at any time. The foundation 
appears to be fast decaying. A.

EUROPE. 

LoXDOX, Feb. 1 T). — The strike of en- 
gineers is extending to Leeds, Ply- 
mouth, Dover and other points. 

Mabbip, Feb. 15.— .British shi|)3 for 
Barcelona from thie east are quarantin- 
ed at Fort Mahon. 

London, Feb. 15. — A dispatch from 
Rome says that cordial letters have 
been exchanged between tho Pope and 
the German Emperor. Concessions are 
made on both sides. Thecardinala op- 
pose the Pope's acceptance of tho civil 
list. His Holiness decides, nevertheless, 
that the ecclesiastics must obey his 
orders. 

Berlin, Feb. IG. — In the lower 
house of the Diet yesterday the Minis- 
ter of Finance made declaration that 
until a new source of revenue from in- 
direct taxation was created in Germany, 
and until it was ascertained what por- 
tion of the surplus can be transferred 
to individual states, it would be useles.s 
to discuss the question of income, and 
that class of taxes or any reform of the 
present system of taxation would bo 
impossible. 

Plymouth, Feb. 15. — Agricultural 
laborers to the'number of G96 left to- 
day for New Zealand. • 

Vienna, Feb. 15. — A ministry under 
Von Stremayr has been formed. 

Berlin, Feb. 14. — The lower house 
of the Prussian Diet to-day rejected, by 
179 to 174, a resolution moved by the 
budget committee expressing opposition 
to tho purchase of leading railways. 

St. PETEnsDuno, Feb. IG. — It is 
ofiicially stated that there arc no fresh 
cases of the plaguo or deaths therefrom 
for a day or two. 

Paris, Feb. 16. — Five hundred fresh 
pardons of communists expected to be 
declared shortly. 

Gambetta, addressing a dejiutation 
from Belleville to-day, declared that 
the republic being now established it 
was the task of Republicans to make it 
productive and restorative. 

Ro.ME, Feb. IG. — Tho Pope has dis- 
continued payments to- bishops who 
have not received the royal exequatur. 
The newspapers publish a letter from 
Cardinal Nino, declaring that tho 
papacy has not the means* to continue 
these payments. 

Berlin, Feb. 16.— The iYor^/f German 
Gazette points out that the Duke of 
Cumberland's marriage contract and 
speaks of the royal family of Hanover, 
thus proving that Denmark counten- 
ances Camberland's aspirations to the 
throne of Hanover. 

St. Peter-sburg, Feb. 16. — An im- 
perial manifesto Jias been issued an- 
nouncing that the Czar has ratified a 
definitive treaty of peace with Turkey 
and orders are consequently given the 
troops to return home. The manifesto 
closes with thanks to God for Russia's 
glorious victories!. The city is illum- 
inated to-night.

TSSl ZULU "WAR. 
?urt]i07 "Sms of tlio Sisastor. 



AFRICA. 
Madeira, Feb. 15. — The steamship 
Dunrobin Castle, which brought the 
news of tlie disaster to the British 
troops in South^ Africa to Saint Vin- 
cent, called here this morning on her 
way to Plymouth. It is a.scertaincd 
from her officers that later advices re- 
ceived at Cape Town report that sub- 
sequently to the disaster to Colonel 
Glynn'.s camp the forces under Dart- 
nell and Lonsdale had an engagement 
with the enemy at Rork's drift. Col. 
Pearson's camp is safely established at 
Ekaye. There were no hostile Zulus 
in Natal. 

London, Feb. 15. — A dispatch dated 
Moritzbury, Jan. 25, says of the Zulu 
war that shortly after the commence- 
ment of hostilities Lord Chelmsford 
and Col. Pearson successfully engaged 
the enemy. Near the place M'herc 
Lord Chelmsford had been fighting. 
He left six companies of the 24tli regi- 
ment under Pullerin whom Dwinford 
was to join with the natives. 15,000 
Zulus attacked the united forces on 
the 22d. The fire from the British 
caused immense havoc among them 
but they rushed forward with indomit- 
able pluck and when they had come to 
close quarters their great numerical su- 
periority secured them a conqilete vic- 
tory. The si.x companies of the 24th 
were totally destroyed, and Dwinford's 
natives utterly routed. The victor- 
ious Zulus attacked a small force in 
the vicinity of Rorke's drift the same 
say but were repelled in this attack.

Mr. Walkom asked leayo to introduce 
a Bill intituled "An Act respoctins costs

Leave granted and tlio bill was read a 
first time; second time on Thursday. 

GROWN OBANT ON TEXABA ISLAND. 

Mr. Yemen moved that a Select Oom- 

mittee bo appointed to inquire into 
the circumstaiicea under which a Crown 
grant was i.S3uud to Mr. S. Robinson, 
dated Jan. 7, 1870, for certain land on 
Texada Island, with power to call for 
persons, books and papers and examine 
witnesses, the committee to be referred 
to the Land Oommittee.

ACTS PASSED LAST SESSION. 

Mr. Vernon moved that in the opinion 

of this House it is desirable that all cor- 
respondonce Letn-ecn the local and Do- 
minion Governments respectinjj tho Acta 
passed by this Logislslaturo last session 
should be bound and published with tho 
sessional papers no.xt issued. Adopted. 

ESQUIMALT GRAVING DOCK. 

Mr. Vernon moved that a respectful ad- 
dress bo presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor requesting him to 
send down to this House a return of all 
correspondence between the Imperial or 
Dominion Governments and the Gov- 
ornrant of tho Province, from January 
Ist, 1878, to date, rospcctimg tho Esqui- 
mau graving dock, Adopted. 

PATIENTS IN" THE nOSPITAL.M. 

Mr. Vernon moved that a respectful 
address be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, requesting him 
to send down to this House a 
return showins tho number of pa- 
tients admitted into the hospitals of Vic- 
toria, New Westminstor, Nanaimo and 
Cariboo, respectively, from 1st January, 
vl878, to 1st January, 1879, together with 
all other particular.s in connection with 
each patient as entered in tho record 
books or journal of each hospital, such 
return to be bound and published with 
tho sessional papers. 

Mr. Vernon said ho had moved this 
resolution becauso ho thouglit the House 
should have more knowledge on tho sub- 
ject of hospitals than it was possessed of 
at the present time. Largo sums of money 
were annusiUy given by tho House to tho 
. difiereut hospitals, but no principle seem- 
ed to guide any Government as to what 
amount it should give or in what manner 
the money should be expended. It ap- 
peared to be entirely optional with any 
Government wliother it gave anything or 
not, and there were places in tho interior 
where to-day tho erection of a hospital 
would bo of tlio greatest possible service. 
At Kamloops, or somo central place in tho 
interior, a liospital was greatly needed. | 
At present if a person became ill tliere ho 
had, if possible, to be removed to West- 
minster or Victoria, and in a winter like 
the present it would bo a matter of im- 
possibility to convey a patient from the 
interior to a hospital or other placo where 
ho could obtain medical treatment. One 
portion of the Province was as much en- 
titled to Government assistance as another 
with respect to needed assistance, but up 
to tho present time such assistance seem- 
ed to go by favor. He was quite aware 
that many people contributed liberally to 
these hospitals out of their private funds, 
and that others took a great deal of in- 
terest and put themselves to considerable 
inconvenience in voluntarily undertaking 
certain duties which were necessary and 
too much praise could not be accorded to 
them. Ho suggested that tho amount 
given by tho Government should bear 
somo proportion to the amount subscrib- 
ed so that if tho inhabitants of any place 
or district subscribed a certain amount 
the Government should supplement it by 
double or triple tho amount subscribed or 
by such proportion as might seem proper. 
At present, no doubt, some hospitals wore 
better conducted and more economically 
managed than others and he tliought they 
should derive the benefit of their bettor 
"iniMiagemente.^ It liad ^been the practice 
of tKe Hoiise every Bcssioii' to appoint a 
committee to investigate the condition cf 
tho Victoria Hospital, but no other hos- 
pital was or could bo similarly traated. 
A printed report was also publi.'iliod an- 
nually by tho directors of . tho Victoria 
Hospital and ho believed also such was 
."Ttho, case in Westminster, but nowhere 
else. It would bo interesting to know tho 
number of patients in each hospital dur- 
ing tho past 12 months and tho cost of 
each jpatient to the Province. Ho had 
fcbeon. informed that there were a number 
of men who had been in hospital for six 
or ten years, some so old as to bo unablo 
to work, others afflicted with incurable 
disca-ses, and these unfortunates should bo 
provided for in an alms house and tho 
hospitals relieved of their presence. 
.Tlie construction of a Provincial alms 
_^house, he thought, was a matter of neoea- 
"sity and it would enable the inmates to 
'' 'bo supported at a much less coat to the 
' public than at presont, ([ivingat th« •nmo 



time a larger amount of accommodation for 
patients ia tho hospitals. He had brought 
this motion forward in the hope tiiat these 
returns would assist the Government in 
forming some system in the future to 
guide them in apportioning amounts to 
the several hospitals, providing measures 
for assistiiig any new ones that may bo 
required, and bringing more prominently 
before their notice tho necessity of con- 
tructing, at no late date, a Provincial 
alms house. 

_Hon. Mr. 'Walkem said he quite agreed 
with the resolution. There were of course 
scTeral incurables in those Hospitals and 
the only way ho saw of getting rid of them 
was by establishing an alms-house or 
something of that kind. In Victoria many 
persons have been donied admittance on 
account of tho hospital being full, where- 
as if these persons had not been there 
they would have been admitted. He 
trusted some stops should bo taken. 

Hon. Mi-. Humphreys said ho had al- 
ways considered the House should have 
some returns from tlioso Hospitals ; but 
he thought the resolution called for too 
much in asking for all particulars before 
it was known what space this would take 
up in tho sessional papers. 

Mr. Vernon said he had made enquiries 
and had been informed that in Victoria 
it would only take two or three hours to 
write out tho returns. Adopted. 

ADDRE.S3 TO THE QDEEN. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved that tho 
standing orders bo suspended to move an 
address of condolence to tho Qucon on 
tho occasion of the death of Princess 
Alice. 

Leave granted. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom, seconded by Mr. 
Smitho, then moved tho foUomng ad- 
dress ; — 

May it please Your Majesty — 

Wo, tho members of tho Legislative As- 
sembly of the Province of British Cuhim- 
bia in Parliament a.ssembled, humbly ten- 
dor to Your Majesty our profound and 
heartfelt sympathy for tho irropamblu 
loss inflicted upon Your Majesty by tho 
recent death of, your beloved daughter, 
ller Royal Highness tho Princess Alice. 
Thougli far distant from the centre of 
Your Majesty'.s Empire, tho people of 
this Province have been moved by deep 
feelings of sorrow at tho sad calamity 
which has thus befallen Your Jlajesty and 
tho Eoyal Family. We therefore venture 
to hope that Your Majesty will bo gra- 
ciously pleased to accept this humble, but 
loyal and sincere, tribute to tho nicniory 
of ono so richly endowed with all the

The address was passed unanimously 
and ordered to bo engrossed.

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked leavo to in-

FENOE.S ORDINANCE BILL. 

The House then went into Committee 
on this Bill, with Mr. Drummond in tlie 
Chair. 

Clause 1, to amend sections 1 and 7 of 
the Fence Ordinance, 18G9. 

Mr. Saul said the object of this was to 
make tho act apjjlicablo throughout the 
country and not to wait for petitions. 

Mr. Mara said this Act would make it 
compulsory instead of optional. It would 
prevent persons claiming damages for 
trespass on unfcnced lands. His constit- 
uents desired somo change in the Act. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the wluile 
trouble arose from tho use of tho word 
"district," for at present there is but ono 
district, namely, tiio electoral district. He 
was afraid that the bill would bo a dead 
letter, but it might be tried for 12 
months. 
Tho clause then passed. 
Clause 2. — Section three of the said Or- 
dinance is hereby amended by striking 
out in tho lines one, two, and three tliero- 
of, ttie words "within a fence district on 
the mainland of Britfah Columbia, and 
into lancb within or without a fence dis- 
trict in all other parts of the Colony." — 
Passed. 

After somo little debato as to tho defin- 
ition of a "lawful fence" tho cl.iuse 
passed. 

Clause 3. — Section 5 of tho said Ordin- 
ance is hereby amended by striking out 
tho word "fence" in the second lino there- 
of. — Passed. 
Clause 4. — Section 



eight of tho said 
Ordinance is hereby amended by striking 
out of tho said section all tho words after 
tho word " Ordinance" in tho first lino 
thereof down to the words "in describ- 
ing" in the fourth line thereof. — Passed. 

Tho committee then rose and reported 
the bill compluto without amendments. 
The bill was then read a third time and 



Mr. Ash — If this bill passes tho House 
the Government will be responsible, be- 
causo no bill can pass without their con- 
sent. 

Blr. "Walkem said it was a private bill 
and the Government was not at' aU re- 
sponsible. 

Clause 3 was then amended and tho 
lion confined to tho building. 

Mr. Williams thought the bill ought to 
be ^vithdrawn.'; 'It wu^ too'long; a short 
one would stiit the rbqiiirembnts of tho 
countiy m.uch better. 

]\Ir. Drunimond said lie had consulted 
not only contractors but oven tho labor- 
ers on this bill, and they had all express- 
ed themselves in favor of it. Ho was ut- 
terly astonished at hia colleague (Wil- 
liams), who had always been'^ considered a 
friend of tho laboring man, now coming 
forward and asking him to withdraw tho 
bill. Ho could not think of suet a thing. 

Mr. Wilson said ho did not wish to see 
tho bill withdrawn, but hoped it would 
bo simplified. 

Mr. Ash moved that tho committee rise 
and report jjrogress and ask leave to re- 
fer the bill to a Select Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said lie would most 
certainly object to this motion as it was a 
sure way of killing tho bill. 

Mr. SIcGillivray said ho thought tho 
connnittce should seriously consider tlii.s 
bill for the principle was undoubtedly 
good. 

Mr. Ash's resolution was then put and 
lost. 

Clause 5 then passed. 
Clause — To establish a lion upon tho 
estate and interest, legal or equitable, i.f 
tho owner iu tho building, erection or 
mine upon or in respect of which tho 
work is done, or tho materials or macliin- 
ery placed or furnished. 

JMr. Wilson — If tho mover of this bill 
and the Attoruoy-Goncnil would consult 
together it is ([uitu possible they would 
produce something. 

The ciiuiniittce reported i)rugreHS and 
a.sked leave to sit again, and tho further 
consideration of tho bill was adjourned 
until Monday. 

The House was then adjourned until 2 
o'clock on Thursday.

LIBIT BILL. 

Mr, Drummond in moving the second j 
reading said such a law as this should | 
have been passed years ago. In 1858 a 
bill something like it was introduced hero 
aud it did not succeed. Laws like this 
aro ■ made in Holland and the United 
States. It will be a popular law because 
there are in itdatises for protoction for tho 
laborer, the mechanic and the merchant.

Mr. Williams would not object to put- 
ting a lien on the building, but he did not 
think it was fair to impose one on tho 
land, and ho would be very sorry to see 
such a bill pass this House. 

Mr. Wilson thought the bill a very good 
one, but he would not consent to have a 
lion put on the land. 

Mr. Beavon would not consent to havo 
tho lion put upon the land. It should 
not extend beyond tho building. 

Mr. Walkem was in favor of amending 
the clause. 

Dr. Ash thought that a great many of 
tho bills brought into the House had tlio 
appearance of injustice and this was one 
of them. Ho did not see how anyone 
ceuld think of making the owner of land 
liable. Tho proper' way to secure the 
payment of wt^ps was to insist on pay- 
ment every Saturday night., ."It is wrong 
to interfere with a bill of this sort be- 
tween man and man. il-He ...would not in- 
cur any of tho responsibility of passing 
such a measure. 

Mr. Drummond said he introduced the 
bill for tho purpose of serving tho work- 
ing classes. It . was opposed by persons 
oi anticinatodidoai, mid WM sot lurprisgd, 



.■\. bill rosijcctiug the civil service and 
collection and management of x-evomio in- 
troduced by jMr. Beavon is intended to 
give tho Finance Minister a controlling 
power greater than lh;it which he now 
po.sso.s.scs. Every facility tliat can bo af- 
forded to that officer for tho purposo of 
securing tho safety of the public revenue 
and the proper management of the public 
records should be supplied; but this is a 
bad bill and slioulil be closely watched by 
tlic re])re3entatives of the people. Clause 
25 authorixes the seizure of the gooils and 
chattels of any olhcer who shall have neg- 
lected or refused to hand over any balance 
of tho public money that may bo in his 
hands. This clause appears to us to be 
entirely opposed to the principles of Eng- 
lish ju.stice. Tho Finance IMinistor should 
get good security from his duputies, ,and 
if thoy should happen to bo defaulters 
tlicir bondsmen should bo sued in tho 
usual way. Any attempt to obtain judg- 
ment on tho circumstantial evidence that 
niay bo obtained in books or supplied by 
oath in absence of any defaulter deserves 
tlie severest con.iure. This olauso is like 
the law wo should expect to find in tho 
backwoods. Clause •!! is nearly as bad: 
it transfers to the Lieut. -Governor in 
Council a ])ower that should not be taken 
out of the hands of the represontativos of 
tho people. The power to "remit any 
tax p.aj'able to her Jlajest}'" is conveyed 
to the ministers by this clause. Aro they 
preparing to assume the charcictor of die 
tators 1 A paragr.aph at the end of the 
clause says, "a detailed statement of all 
remissions" shall be submitted annually 
to the Legislative Assembly within tho 
first fifteen days of each ensuing session. 
These two clauses are evidence of a dolib- 
erato atteni])t to meddle seriously with 
the liberties and privileges of the people 
and to reward politicjd favorites. We 
may be told that this law was copied from 
the Ontario statutes. That is an .apology 
too often repeated. The Ontario statutes 
aro distinguished for very bad samples of 
law and logic; but they contai i nothing 
worse than tho two clau.sca in this bill to 
which we have referred to and to which 
we direct tho attention of both sides of tho 
House. 

Tni Governor-General's ;Spbecu. — 
The excellent synopsis of the Gbvornor- 
General's Speech, which we gave by 
special telegraph on Sunday, forstalled 
tho publication of tho full text yesterday. 
But as it is desirable that the widest pub- 
licity should bo given to the document, 
we lay the entire Speech before our read- 
ers to-day. We may as well state that 
the enterprise of our contemporary can- 
not bo credited with the dispatch, it hav- 
ing boon sent at the personal expense of 
Sir John Macdonald for the information 
of his constituents. . ■ ;

Toronto, Ont.„Fob. 14, 1879. 
Honorable Gentlemen of tlie Senate: Gen- 
tlemen of the House of Comnwrts:— 
In meeting tho Parliament of Canada 
for the fii-at time I desire to express the 
gratification I feel at having been selected 
by Her Majesty for the high and imi)or- 
t.ant office I now fill, and to .assure you of 
the groat satisfaction with which I now 
seek your aid and co-operation, and in ac- 
knowledging with profound gratitude tho 
rocoption which has been accorded to my 
self as Her Majesty's representative. I 
am also commaaded by tho Queen to con- 
voy through you to tho people of Canada 
Her thanks for tho loyal, generous and 
kindly manner in which thoy havo wel- 
comed Her daughter. .: 

The contribution of Canadian products 
and manufactures to tho great Interna- 
tional Exhibition at Paris last year at- 
tracted much attention, and it is believed 
will havo a beneficial elfect on tho trade 
of the Dominion with Europe. I congi-a- 
tulate you on tho success, which must in 
no small degree be attributablo tu the 
kind and unceasing exertions of His Royal 
Highness tho Prince of Wales as Presi- 
dent of tho British section. The reports 
of the Canadian Connnissioners will be 
laid before you when received. 

I am pleased to inform you that tho 
amount awarded for the fishery claim, 
under tho Washiugton Treaty, has bojn 
paid by the United States Govornmeut, 
and that Her Majesty's Governniont has 
arranged with Canada and Newfoundland 
for their respective sliares of tho award. 
Tho papers on tho subject shall bo sub- 
mitted to you. 

Tlie important and rapidly increasing 
trade between Canada and England in 
live cattlo has been seriously threatened 
by tho appearance in various parts of the 
United States of plaro pneumonia. In 
order to prevent the contagion fmni 
spreading to Canada and the con.?equcut 
interception of the trade, I have caused 
an order to bo issued under tho Animal 
Contagious Diseases Act, 18C9, prohibit- 
ing the importation or introduction into 
tho Doniinion of American cattlo for a 
short period. It is hoped that the disease 
will before long be extinguished iu tlio 
United States and tho necessity of con- 
tinuing tho prohibition removed. Your 
attention will bo invited to an amend- 
ment of tho Act I havo just referred to. 

My Government has commenced nego- 
tiation with Her INIajesty's sanction tor 
tho development, of tho trade of Canada 
with Franco and Spain, and with theii" re- 
spective colonies. I will not be ublo to 
lay before you the result of these negotia- 
tions during the present session. 

It is the purpose of my Government to 
press for the most viqorous prosecution 
or TUE Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
to meet tho reasonable oxpectaticms of 
British Columbia. Tu carrying out this 
intention duo regard must be paid to tho 
financial position of the coinitry. 

Communication by rail luus been efl'ect- 
od between Manitoba and the United 
States system of railway by tho junction 
at St. Vincent of tho Pembina branch of 
of our railway with the St, Paul and Pa- 
cific railway. That portion of tho main 
lino which extends from English River to 
Keowatin is now being placed under con- 
tract and will bo energetically pressed to 
completion, in order to secure as rapidly 
as possible the connection between Lake 
Superior and the Great Northwest. 

A Bill for tho amendment and consoli- 
dation of the Acts relating to Stamps 
shall bo submitted for your consideration, 
as well as a measure amending the Act 
relating to Weights and Measures. 

The decennial census must be taken in 
1881. I think it expedient that a mea- 
sure for tho purpose should be passed 
during tho present session, in order to 
give ample time for the preparation of all 
tho preliminary arrangements, and to in- 
sure tho census being taken as accurately 
and inexpensively as possible. In con- 
nection with this subject it may be well 
to consider the propriety of providing 
some moans for tho collection and colla- 
tion of vital criminal and general statis- 
tics. 

A Bill will be laid before you for tho 
re-arrangement of some of the debts of 
the Govorment, and also measures relat- 
ing to tho surveys and management of the 
Dominion lands, to the l\Iounted Police, 
and to the Post Oflico Department, also 
for the amendment of some particulars of 
laws relating to Indians. 

A measure will also bo submitted for 
tho vesting in Her Majesty for th« 
use of tho Dominion of certain ordnance 
and admii'alty lands in the Province of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons: 

The estimates for tho ensuing year will 
will be laid before you at an early day. 
They have been prepared with as much 
regard to economy as is compatible with as 
is efficiency of the public service. I re- 
gret that the receipts in tlie Treasury 
from.ordinary sources continue to be in- 
adequate to meet the chaises against the 
Consolidated Revenue. You will, I 
doubt not, agree with me in opinion that 
it is nut desirable that our finances should 
longer remain this condition. By the ap- 
plication of the strictest economy to the 
public expenditure and by a readjustment 
of the tarifl" with the view of increasing 
the revenues and at the same time of de- 
veloping and encouraging the various in- 
dustries of Canada, you will, I trust, bo 
enabled to restore the equilibrium be- 
tween revenue and expenditures, and to 
aid in removing tho commercial depression 
which unhappily continues to exist. 

I have directed that the public accounts 
of tho pa.st financial year shall bo laid be- 
fore you. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate; Gentle- 
men of the Holue of Commons: 
Parliament has recognized tho import- 
ance of providing for tho ."^afo deposit of 
tho surplus earnings of the people by ar- 
ranging for their being placed with 
tho Government at a fair rate of interest. 
It may bo well for you to consider how 
far it is practicable to givo a like security 
and encouragement to people who may 
dosiro by an insurance upon their lives 
to make provision for tliose dependent on 
them. Your best attention will, I doubt 
not, be given to tho important subjects 1 
havo alluded to, and to the general inter- 
ests of tho country.
